Need Thee Every Hour.”’ 

Rev. A.G Thomas read appropriate selec- 
tions from the 89.h Psa!'m, 5th. chapter 
Galatians and secoud chapter of first-Timo- 
thy. 

Prayer was offered by Mr. George James, 
and ‘Tell me heoid, old story,’’ was 
sung. 

Rev. A. G. Thomas said that no positive 
and permanent improvement in spiritual 
goou could be realized without labor. We 
must labor to -enter into the rest 
prepared for the people of God; Spiritual 
excellence can only be attained by earnest, 
consecrated Chrisiian prayer and culture, 
and holy doing God's spiritis only sent 
‘o those who hunger and thirst after it 
Wewmwust labor to bring about theend we 
pray for. The theme 1s: Prayer for the 
prevalence of justice, humanity and peace 
among the nations of ‘the earth, and 
for the suppression of intemperance and 
Sabbath desecration. 

Justice! Doing right inthe family, do- 
ing right in society, doing right man to 
man aud the church to the world. Justice 
by the framers of Jaws as well as those who 
execute them. The world was getting bet- 
vex, in his opinion. Sia alwrys abounded. 
Justice among the nations was growing 
moreand more. In the present troubles in 
[Ireland he was pleased to note that 
the Euglish government proposed te quiet 
them by bringing about justice to the tien. 
ants. He had faith in Gladstone. 

Humanity, uot benevolence, but the 
noblest philanthropy. Human we are; 
humane we allought to be. Our govern- 
ment in dealing with the Indians had an 
opportunity to exercise humanity. 

Peace! We thank God that asa people we 
enjoy peace. There are mutterings of war 
in the Baikans, in Greece and Africa. Let 
us pray that peace may reign there. Christ 
told His disciples: **Peace I Jeave with you; 
My peace I give unto you.” Let us pray 
for this peace throughout the whole worid. 
He sighed for the time when war should be 
no more—when there would be no more 
heart-burnirg—no more cemeteries to be 
filled from the slain in battle. He sighed 
for the time when ali would ace- 
k now ledge the Prince of Peace 
ihe church is responsible in some degree 
for the non-prevalence of this peace. We 
should begin at home and instil the religion 
of peace in the hearts of ourchildren, A 
better day is coming. The charch realizes 
that the work is in her bands. A betterday 
is coming when justice and perfect peace 
shall reign supreme. 

[he congregation at this juncture sang, 
with marked effect, ‘Watchman, tell us of 
the night.” 

Rev. W. E. Boggs spoke briefly of a 
movement on foot to establish in this city 
a refreshment room, on the mode! of simi- 
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established in ‘London, Leeds, 
Liverpool, Birniingham, New York and 
Savannah, where nutritious food, tea, cof. 
fee and chocolate could be had by the pub- 
lic at low rates. The idea was to supply 
the room with newspapers and bibles for 
those visiting theroom. Temperance men 
of every shade could unite on this plan. 
There were Christian men and women who 
would aid it, 

Governor Colquitt led in prayer for the 
suppression of intemperance, after which 
the audience joined in singing, ‘Yield not 
to temptation.”’ 

Rev. A. T. Spalding remarked that no 
Christian could better subserve the temper- 
ance cause than by fostering the refreshment 
room indicated by Rev. Dr. Boggs. It ¥ 
the key-note of truereform. Eighty-se\ 
of these rooms had been established in Lu: - 
don and even as a paying institution 
(though that was not its ofject) was a suc- 
cess, Rey. Dr. Spalding then related a 
striking incident illustrative of the influ 
ence of prayer. ‘ [he incident happened in 
the city of Mobile some three years after 
the war. The mayor of the city was a 
republicas. His family stood high in 
the city. He had committed 
some small offence which subjected 
him to a trial before the United States 
court. The judge of that court, it was re- 
ported, would inflict a severe penalty upon 
the mayor. Several ministers of the city 
called upon the judge and stated that they 
eame to represent the family of the accused; 
that any severve sentence would subject a 
worthy family to deep distress, The judge, 
bringing his hand down upon some papers 
on his desk, said: ‘| have made my de. 
cision and it is unchangeable. I will 
be as severe upon him as the law will al- 
low ”’ 

Next day the judge was to pass sentence 
uponthemayor. Atthat bourthe minis 
ters were assembled in prayer that God 
might soften the heart of the judge. The 
judge was about to pass the sentence when 
be pausedand turned pale. Addressing 
fhe mayor, he said; “I was about to-im- 
pose the heaviest penalty of the law upon 
you ($5,000 fine and imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, ) but your 
whitened locks, I in) pose 
only a fine of $500 upon you’’ This the 
friends of the mayor made up and paid on 
the spot, refasing to allow him to do so. A 
gentleman who bad his watch in hand sta- 
ted that at the exact moment the ministers 
were praying the judge changed his sen- 
tence. Thedaughter of that mayor is now 
a missionary to China, 

Rev. H. C. Hornady said that Christ had 
not done away the Sabbath, but re-affirmed 
The Jews bad im posed 
upon the Sabbath so much rubbish that it 
was hardly possible to keep it. Christ cut 
away the exegetical rubbish surroundingit. 
The duty of ail nations was to observe the 
Sabbath asaday ofrest. The Sabbath was 
a religious and acivil institution. It was 
the duty of our law-makers to protect so- 
ciety againct the desecration of the Sabbath. 

The observance of the Sabbath was in the 
interest of the peace and good order of 
society. Able men in Engiand, notably 
[yndal and Huxley, were exhausting their 
ingenuity and lJogicin the effort to break 
down the Sabbath as a civil institution, and 
sweep away the legal barriers that protect 
suciety. The Sabbath affords an excellent 
opportunity to reach the masses with the 
gospel of Jesus, 

Governments ought not to break, or al- 
low corporations to break the Sabbath. 
Everything not a work of necessity or mer- 
cy should stop onthe Sabbath. Let none 
becut off from worship. Those who rule 
should set a noble example of Sabbath con- 
secration. We should meet the issue 
sguarely as Christian men, and if we dis- 
charge our duty the cesecration of the Sab- 
bath will be put down. 

Rev. J. W. Heidt led in prayer for the 
suppression ofjSabbath desecration. After 
siuging the doxology, the benediction was 
pronounced by Rev. A. G. Thomas
